Teaching Religion

methods courses seminaries, novitiates, and 
teachers’ colleges, Teaching Religion fulfills 
major need for adequate work this kind. 
The author, professor catechetics the Cath- 
olic University America, and director the 
national center the Confraternity Christian 
Doctrine, introduces here the “Integrated Activity 
Method,” developed the catechetics department 
the Catholic University general teaching 
procedure for religion courses the elementary, 
secondary, college level. 

The Integrated Activity Method, incorporating 
the basic elements the Munich Method and 
the Method St. Sulpice, consists six steps 
stages the work teaching, and six 
corresponding steps the learning process. 
with pupil activity, and, utilizing all the teacher 
and pupil-centered techniques that have stood 
the test modern classroom experience, the 
result highly successful teaching method that 
may well stand one the great modern 
contributions the science catechetics. 

The author also considers special methods and 
problems preparing for first confession, Com- 
munion, and teaching Bible history, liturgy, 
the Mass, and the sixth commandment. Exer- 
cises, suggested assignments, and selected refer- 
ences are given each chapter, and techniques 
such story telling, visualization, supervised 
study, socialized recitation, discussion, catechetical 
games, etc., are given full treatment.

are ready with excuse that 
have become lost the machinery 
education, and its essential spirit lost.

Four Questions About Education 

saying that education the making 
men and women, mean that 
must give them possession their powers 
physical, intellectual, emotional, and 
volitional, especially its moral and spirit- 
ual aspects. All their potentialities will not 
realized, but want their highest and 
best powers realized fully possible. 
want their philosophy life direct 
these powers for self-mastery the mas- 
tery life. are not concerned with 
their grade mathematics language 
history, for these things are only raw ma- 
terial feed the human spirit its inte- 
gral and complete development. 


The Four Questions 


Education great thing, spiritual 
adventure the revelation what man 
really is. not routine, and has place 
for the routineer. not the common- 
place and not concerned with the trivial 
the futilitarian. Nor concerned with 
what our loudly articulate liberals say 
is, the erotic and the neurotic, and, may 
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add, the tommyrotic. Education 
great thing, holy thing, and man 
divinely human thing. Let look 
troubled world. Let pray that may 
have transforming apocalyptic vision 
protection from the miasma whatever 
that infects the world. Let see 
what can see. Let pose four main 
questions. 

One: What the person are edu- 
cating? what extent shall take him 
for granted? what extent the uni- 
verse different, something generis? 

Two: What for? Why educate him? 

Three: And who shall lead help him 
the way? And how shall led? 

Four: And what shall nourish him 
the way body, mind, soul, and spirit? 


What Human Being? 

“What this child yours?” our 
first question. like sunsets and sun- 
rises— the benediction the sun, the 
moon, the stars. have become used 
him that accept him without ex- 
citement emotion wonder, but 
more than sufisets and sunrises; 
made the image and likeness God, 
God Himself. made, says the 
Psalmist, only little lower than the 
angels, but God has given man dominion 
over all the works His hand. 
rational being Hamlet answering our 
question says: 


What man 

his chief good and market his time 

but sleep and feed? beast 
more. 

Sure that made with such large 
discourse, 

Looking before and after, not 

That capability and god-like reason 


But even more significantly Francis 
Thompson answers the same question and 
recognizes human sense that man’s 
pattimony nothing but little mold and 
entail four planks, even less flattering, 
“to stall the grey rat, and the carrion 
worm statelily lodge,” yet he: 


Crowned with all honor and all shame- 
fulness? 

From nightly towers 

dogs the secret footsteps the 
heavens, 

Sifts his hands the stars, weighs them 
golddust, 

Thou has made his mouth 

Avid all dominion and all mightiness, 
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grandeurs, 
All beauty, and all starry majesties 
And dim transtellar 
For pride, for potency, infinity, 
All heights, all deeps, and all immensities, 
Arrased with purple like the house 
Kings, 
tongues, 
Who bringest forth saying yet dark 
ourselves, thy darkest! 
And the answer that dark mystery 
Genesis: 


delight, all topless 


And the Lord God formed man the 
slime the earth and breathed into his face 
the breath life, and man became living 
soul. 


And then add Paul’s words: 

Know you not that you are the temple 
God and that the spirit God dwelleth 
you. For the temple God holy which 
you are. 


Your Flesh and Blood 

This flesh your flesh from the hand 
God your very own. This the holy 
spirit man. This yours help reveal 
the full potentialities the glorious poten- 
tialities the human nature divinely re- 
deemed which the poorest and meanest 
share. With this education primarily 
concerned. 


What Education Make Him? 

“What for?” our second question. 
The simplest answer is: for heaven. 
this world and happy with Him for- 
ever the next. But our practical ques- 
tion is: What the purpose this strange 
mixture the divine and human the 
earth? begins his life the most depend- 
ent animals and dependent for long 
period. has these, 
fully realized, would measure the 
measure the fullness the stature 
Christ. cannot escape his human nature, 
but there need for its standing 
the way his highest development. 
will say with Browning brute might 
have been and would not sink the scale,” 
and will achieve that happy dynamism 
where the soul helps the body, more 
than body helps soul. The grain the 
wood will revealed. 


Social Development 


The growth, the full possible revelation 
the powers potentialities, must 
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social development. the Forsaken 
man says, others must carried along 
with us. The prayer George Eliot’s 
Lifted Veil must our prayer: 


Give light, great Heaven, but 
such turns 

energy human fellowship; 

powers beyond the growing heritage 

That makes completer manhood. 


There must the human, sensitive spirit 
the Good Samaritan, the joyful spirit 
St. Francis Assisi, the consuming 
passion St. John Baptist Salle 
and St. Vincent Paul, and the 
deeming grace Christ. 


Greatness Human Being 

This what concerns education. This 
description the human being, parent 
child. This sense greatness, mystery, 
and hope must animate our thinking 
about human beings and what would 
continuing spiritual adventure the 
‘progressive revelation what human be- 
ings really are, because what they may 
become. 


The Teacher Guide 
And our third question is, shall 
guide him the realization his poten- 
tialities?” the divine economy, the 
Providence God, this basically and 
primarily the duty parents. Whatever 
the explanation, parents need help such 
high enterprise and the principle helpers 
are teachers. They act, however, only 
loco parentis. The process, however, must

Teachers the humility their great 
task helping the full revelation 
the spiritual and moral man, the living 
soul, are sacrifice, immolation for the 
new generation. making study St.

The Christian teacher, lay religious, 
Christ’s ambassador, the guardian angel 
children. The teachers are co-workers and 
the pupils co-heirs Christ. The activity 
the Christian teacher less than 
participation God’s Providence for men 
and God’s redemptive power the 
ministry reconciliation. The teacher pre- 
sides over and directs activity that has 
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eternal consequence. God’s work 
God’s presence. The stake the eternal 
destiny the souls children, and willful 
neglect the part the teacher may 
come the issue: “Soul will asked for 
soul.” Thus teaching itself becomes the 
supreme offering the individual, for the 
teaching service the interest the 
child’s salvation and his own. Teaching 
thus raised the highest place the 
professions alongside religion. reveals 
its concern with the supreme interests 
man. not merely process learn- 
ing lessons, the making remaking 
the continuing creative process having 
men reach their highest potentialities. 
genuine profession teaching man- 
making thus made possible, which, how- 
ever, has not yet been achieved generally 
among teachers the twentieth century. 
Teaching thus raised, too, out edu- 
cational routine and technique the ever- 
lasting drama man’s redemption. 
mere temporal mundane 
stake. Time lost eternity. Faith 
raises the action the supernatural level. 
“They that instruct many justice shall 
shine stars for all eternity.” Parents 
will never get this kind teachers unless 
they are actively interested continuously 
the education their children. 

William accepting the 
Nobel Prize for literature 1950, says 
his work which won the prize: life’s 
work the agony and sweat the human 
spirit, not for glory and least all for 
profit, but create out the materials 
the human spirit something that did 
not exist before.” So, too, must the teacher, 
the agony and sweat the human spirit, 
not for glory and least all for profit, 
make out the actual flesh and blood, 
mind and soul the concrete human be- 
ing, man woman. The spirit the 
teacher the spirit the artist, the great 
artist, the unannounced winners Nobel 
Prizes, the uncanonized saints. 


What Shall Nourish 

And this high journey the fullest 
his potentialities and the 
fullest possession his powers, come 
our fourth question, “What shall nourish 
him?” Someday shall realize that 
are building great educational machines 
that are really futilitarian. shall realize 
that are concerned with words rather 
than reality and these not free the 
human spirit. What terrible revelation 
would occur the graduates schools 
met the test Tomlinson, and would 
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not find large number cases among 
our students not mention our facul- 
ties results reported his Satanic 
Majesty regarding the soul Tomlinson: 


The soul that got from God has 
bartered clean away 

have threshed stack print and 
book and winnowed chattering wind 

And many soul wherefrom stole, 
but his cannot find. 

have handled him, have dandled 
him, have seared him the bone 

And, Sire, tooth and nail show truth 
has soul his own. 


Inert Facts, Inert Ideas, Empty Words

certain rural district new school 
has been erected where there had been 
Catholic school before. Approximately 
pupils who had attended five different 
public schools are now enrolled this 
school. Every child brought school 
the parents time for holy Mass 
and for the two years that the school 
has been open almost every child has 
been daily communicant. Difficulties can 
something very badly. These children 
hunger and thirst for Christ because 
has become for them their daily Food. 
Some them have cried bitterly when 
forced stay home because colds 
other illness, because meant missing 
Holy Communion. 

certain pastor, the principal his 
moderately large high school, requires that 
daily holy Mass and Holy Communion 
one condition for the attainment any 
student the honor roll. maintains 
that student not worthy approach 
the altar rail daily, neither worthy 
have his name placed the school’s 
honor roll. 


Christ 
Our first great lesson then will that 
daily Mass and daily Holy Communion 
are musts the life modern apostle. 
surprising (and yet not all sur- 
prising) how very alluring the practice 
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yirtue can become for children when once 
they appreciate and love Mass and the 
Holy Eucharist. From this love will flow 
deep understanding the doctrine 
the “Divine Indwelling” doctrine 
which can easily become child’s great 
spiritual obsession. How often speak 
our children this marvel God’s 
mysteries? Habitual 
Christ’s dwelling the soul will the 
answer most disciplinary problems. 

Why not have our pupils insert the 
initial for “Christ-bearer” whenever 
they write their names? serves 
wonderful little reminder. Teach them 
the following helpful little prayer: 


Live Jesus, live 

live 

That all 

done Thee. 
That all think 

And say, 

May Thy thoughts 
And words today. 


The children will use that “C” when writ- 
ing their names long after you have given 
them the idea and with what profit 
their souls! 

For misdemeanors such talking, dis- 
obedience (usually not really 
unkindness, etc., try assigning 
composition the virtue against which 
they have failed.

Let us, all means, make our pupils 
“Mystical Body” minded. instill lov- 
ing thoughtfulness all who are our 
brothers and sisters Christ, offer public 
prayer your classroom for those 
imminent need the sinners the parish, 
the sick, public officials, the President, 
Congress, the suffering people behind the 
Iron Curtain, the persecuted, etc. When, 
the grace God, influential people 
the field politics, education, busi- 
ness join ranks with Christ His Church, 
remind the children that their prayers and 
sacrifices have been greatly responsible for 
these victories grace. 

And finally, there devotion our 
Blessed Mother. yes, instruct our 
pupils (often very superficially) Mary’s 
place the life Catholic, but 
ever tell them what true devotion 
God’s Mother consists? There the 
little story the tiny girl who had just 
received holy card from her teacher for 
good behavior. She scrutinized care- 
fully, turned around and around 
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her little hands and observed from 
every angle. Finally, with worried look 
upon her face, she said, “Baby Jesus and 
His Mother can’t get their heads apart.” 
For the little remark should 
deep significance, for Mary’s halo cer- 
tainly one with that Jesus. And our 
work training souls must realize that 
true devotion Mary essential part 
true devotion our Lord holy 
Mass and Holy Communion. 

Most generally our devotion Mary 
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ends with our wearing her medal, 
crowning her Queen May, and per- 
haps reciting the daily rosary her 
All this very good, but certainly not 
enough. our pupils realize Mary’s place 
the Mystical Body Christ? Are they 
aware the fact that the quickest and 
surest way reaching heaven travel 
the way hand hand with Mary? How 
many times have directed pupil 
Mary’s altar with the advice talk over 


personal problem with her? 


Surveying the Ceacher Problem 


The teacher-education section the Na- 
tional Catholic Educational Association, 
the 1952 convention, appointed committee 
survey present problems teacher prep- 
aration. The report this committee the 
1953 meeting summarized the problems 
teacher supply and teacher education and 
offered some practical suggestions. 


Why the Survey 

The reasons given for the survey were 
that: 

The Holy Father has urged religious 
teachers have equal better prepara- 
tion than that demanded state authorities. 

Shortage teachers and other causes 
sometimes result religious community 
assigning teachers without sufficient prepara- 
tion. 

degree soon will required for 
certificate. 

Many religious communities, some 
dioceses, are, present, financially unable 
meet the educational requirements the 
state. 

two million children want 
Catholic education but can’t get because 
the shortage teachers and schools. 


The Survey 

About per cent teaching Sisters 
the were represented the general 
superior who answered the questionnaire. 

was found that 2058 mew teaching Sisters 
were ready for work September, 1952. 
This was only per cent the 5409 needed 
for expansion, replacements, etc. 

There were 3483 secular teachers Catho- 
lic elementary schools 7.6 per cent the 
number Sisters; 1960 secondary schools 
per cent the number Sisters; and 
1325 per cent the number 
Sisters. Thus the religious communities 


were assuming quite burden hiring lay 
teachers their high schools and colleges 
while supplying Sisters nominal salary 
for the parochial schools. 

Ninety-three communities (37.9 per cent) 
provided three years preparation for their 
teaching Sisters; communities (10.6 per 
cent) two and half years; and com- 
munities (24.5 per cent) two years less. 

Adequate facilities for college-degree pro- 
gram were available within 186 communities; 
access adequate facilities was possible for 
communities and not present available 
118 communities. 


Recommendations 

The superiors considered the shortage 
Sisters the greatest obstacle adequate prep- 
aration for teaching. About 
thought that satisfactory solution prob- 
lems teacher training, ratio secular 
teachers Sisters, and finances can reached 
without the assistance ecclesiastical author- 
ity. This opinion implied suggestion that 
some action taken the diocesan level:

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Music Reading the Elementary School 


ENDENCIES school music during 

the decade two have been 
toward broadening musical 
Music appreciation, in-school radio listen- 
ing, instrumental instruction 
semble, and children’s concerts have come 
integral part the music pro- 
gram elementary schools. result, 
some children who might not have had 
such opportunities home, have become 
familiar with good music and have learned 
enjoy it. This commendable, and 
certainly one who has the cultural 
interests children heart will fail 
appreciate the worth such advantages. 


Learn the Elements 

Broadening the music program the 
schools national trend, and very 
natural one, considering the nature 
music and its richness art form. 
Once embarked upon program music 
instruction, one discovers that the field 
almost boundless. Piano repertory, for 
instance, extensive that the greatest 
living pianists not claim have mas- 
tered it. the vocal field artists must 
make early choice opera, concert, 
oratorio, art song. Success all these 
fields out the question. could 
have been prophesied from the very be- 
ginning music education the schools 
that some day line would have 
drawn and choice would have 
made. The possibilities are limitless, but 
the capacity children learn 
measured more factors than native 
ability. There are also the limits time 
and equipment, and the skill and train- 
ing teachers. 

beginning apparent now that 
what has been gained familiarity with 
music through the enriched program may 
have been offset some failure develop 
fundamental skill music reading. Musi- 
cal literacy essential the best use 
music adult life, and the best under- 
standing and enjoyment music any 
time. 

Demands upon the music program are 
heavy any school system. Music pro- 
vides entertainment. Some administrators 
and some teachers rather exploit that side 
the music program. Children are ex- 
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pected ready for performance upon 
short notice for such groups 
teacher associations, civic and social or- 
ganizations. and the 
sponsored entertainments. 

parochial schools there the added 
burden liturgical music. many par- 
ishes school children carry more than their 
just share that burden. Children are 
docile, obedient, accommodating. With 
sufficient practice and repetition they can 
learn almost anything, witness the daily 
Dies Irae, which probably means little 
nothing most youngsters who sing it. 
Teaching church music can take all the 
time allotted the school schedule for 
music, and even intrude upon the time set 
aside for other subjects. unusual 
practice many parishes interrupt the 
school day many times for extra rehearsals 
before Christmas and Easter. Habits 
economy the church music budget, plus 
the availability the school children, have 
made this common enough situation. 


Singers Must Read Music 
should obvious teachers and ad- 
ministrators alike that strong program 
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music reading the lower elementary 
grades could reduce the time spent 
special rehearsals. children grow older 
becomes more and more difficult teach 
them rote. Also, the more difficult the 
music, the less easy learn and 
memorize. can done, but dread- 
ful waste time and energy the part 
teacher and pupil alike. Children who read 
music easily learn faster, are more inter- 
ested new music, and remember longer 
than those who merely learn rote. They 
perform better, too, because they are more 
careful and because notation meaningful. 
Rote learning has tendency develop 
rhythmic errors especially, and encourages 
singsong kind rendition. The average 
churches where school children sing 
every day, ample evidence learned in- 
accuracies. Younger children pick the 
errors the older ones ear. and even- 
tually correction impossible. 


Begin Early 

After children have learned handle 
books and read from their primers they 
are ready begin learning read music. 
The first steps are simple. Music made 
many small, common patterns, 
usually regular form, and features fre- 
quent repetitions. Folk songs, the usual 
musical fare children, are particularly 
regular and repetitious. Early familiarity 
with the notation common melodic pat- 
terns the best foundation for good read- 
ing, and can begin early the sec- 
ond grade. 
For example. the major chord, do-mi-so, 
May appear many hundred times 
second-grade songbook. The 
tern, do-re-mi, the arpeggio pattern, 
do-so-do, are almost common. Second 
graders can taught recognize these 
patterns ear and sight few les- 
sons. the end their second year they 
can fairly skillful reading independ- 
ently anything that progresses scale- 
wise steps along the tonic major chord. 

Nor are rhythmic patterns hard 
teach, because elementary songbooks 
they are always linked with words. The 
analysis beats and note values normally 
comes after experience singing. 
learning, progress most easily made from 
what known the related unknown. 
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The Chant Simple 

Chant reading poses problem for the 
teacher parochial schools, but 
not all the mysterious and strange sci- 
ence some chant enthusiasts would make 
it. There difference all the use 
sol-fa syllables chant modern 
music. The pattern whole and half steps 
exactly the same, and the learning 
this pattern that makes music reading 
possible. Children are not bothered all 
distinctions mode. They simply read 
the notes, and the mode follows. 

Sometimes teachers who are not musi- 
cians fear that they not know enough 
music teach reading. What they need 
know, particularly the primary grades, 
very indeed. bears close 
analogy mathematics. One need not 
know calculus teach the addition facts, 
and one need not know counterpoint 
teach the syllable scale. 
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Incidental Appreciation 

The average course study gives one 
hundred minutes per week for instruction 
music. Obviously this not enough 
time for solid instruction sight reading, 
plus the listening and appreciation lessons, 
plus the special concerts and entertain- 
ments. But the lower grades decision 
must made favor teaching sight 
reading. The development reading skill 
should not sacrificed for other music 
activities. enthusiastic teacher can find 
many ways music read- 
ing other kinds music learning. She 
can encourage home listening good radio 
programs, for instance. She can have music 
for listening while the children are doing 
art work projects. She can make the 
afterschool time housekeeping pleasant 
and profitable combining with good 
records introduced some little comment 
the point. 
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They Must Sing 

might mentioned, final in- 
centive teaching music reading early 
and well, that music will drop out the 
program the upper grades and high 
school unless children are good readers. 
impossible teach part singing rote, 
and changing voices require part singing. 
But fairly simple matter direct 
the reading part songs when children 
read well, and requires unusual musi- 
cianship the teacher. The value music 
the lives adolescents generally 
recognized. Their taste that age will 
proportion their knowledge music, 
for they have passed the years when they 
enjoy passive learning. 

Probably the swing back strong 
music reading program long overdue. 
developing skillful sight reading will 
soon evident the elementary schools.

II. Understanding the Public School 
Environment

Necessity teacher adaptation 
student adjustment. 


These emotionally immature and notably 
unstable teen agers are transplanted from 


one educational system another for one 
two hours week and are expected 
adjust themselves the second environ- 
ment they had spent all the other 
school hours it. Give them time! 
sympathetic; try understand the diffi- 
culties such adjustment. The success- 
ful teacher public school teen agers must 
often subdue his own feelings and reac- 
tions. This great area for humility! 


SPECIALIZED CCD METHODS 

The increased reasoning ability the 
high school pupil requires change from 
the methods instruction employed 
the grade school religion. recent years 
there has been definite trend toward 
standardization three systems instruc- 
tion the high school religion. Each 
has points its favor and especially 
suited certain circumstances. They may 
listed follows: Discussion Club, 
II. Modified Lecture-Discussion Club, 
Socialized Recitation. 


Discussion Club 

Discussion offers means arousing 
and sustaining interest because pro- 
vides more mature approach the 
study religion. discards the formal 
approach the classroom and lecture 
hall, while the same time gives the 
student opportunity for self-expression. 
Simple form, the discussion club con- 
sists ten twelve students under 
leader, who meet for the purpose dis- 
cussing and learning about 
religion and morality. Meetings are 
held each week during the school year. 
Each member has textbook and con- 
tributes the discussion what has 
learned about the topic through personal 
reading and investigation. The leader

guides the discussion, keeping the 
topic. Toward the close the meeting 
sums results the collective group 
activity. Under skillful leadership, each 
ity, and the interest every member 
enlisted condition extremely favorable 
learning.

rural districts where the number 
pupils not too large, the priest may 
the leader the high school discus- 
sion club.

Before lay 
leaders meet their groups, the moderator 
calls them together, explains the doctrine 
and points out its bearing social, polit- 
ical, and economic principles the day, 
and the students’ environment public 
high school. Since the discussion feature 
the life this method, discussion tech- 
nique must followed strictly. this 
feature that arouses and sustains the 
interest members. Each group should 
meet with its leader separate class- 
room, or, there not school available, 
particular portion the parish hall 
church widely separated groups. (See 
Suggested Preparatory Course for Dis- 
cussion Club Leaders, No. 1C-5, Con- 
fraternity Publications.) 


II. Modified Lecture-Discussion 

This system instruction which 
has proved effective parishes with large 
numbers high school boys and girls. 
consists two stages, follows: 

The lecturer, usually priest, speaks 
the entire group for aproximately 
twenty minutes the topic based the 
weekly lesson text, copy which 
the hands each student. Students with 
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adult leaders are arranged widely 
spaced groups ten fifteen. 

the completion the lecture, 
each group forms circle. The adult 
leader (previously briefed the lecturer) 
becomes part the group. presents 
case based and limited principles 
presented the lecture. The case, clearly 
stated, given each student mimeo- 
graphed form, dictated the groups. 
This reduces minimum time-consum- 
ing questions the case. The lay leader 
then stimulates and guides the discussion 
and the various solutions presented are 
written down. the end the period 
they are collected and the lecturer com- 
ments the statements, explaining why 
they are correct incorrect. concludes 
with résumé the general principles, 
their application the case just dis- 
cussed, and student life. 

The adult leaders are not required 
give answers questions. They merely 
stimulate discussion, using the proposed 
case plus leading questions given them 
session preceding the lecture. The topical 
content weekly lectures follows the 
general plan religious text available 
for leaders and pupils. 


III. Socialized Recitation 

Socialized recitation classroom pro- 
cedure which pupil activity 
dominant. The pupils are given lesson 
plan that has been explained and studied; 
they proceed carry out co-operative 
discussion the material assigned for the 
recitation. The pupils join 
activity, with attitude helpful co- 
operation and contributing the learn- 
ing outcome proposed the teacher 
the textbook. 

Socialized recitation modified form 
may used teaching technique the 
religion class. The teacher must plan the 
procedure carefully ensure 
discussion leading new insights and 
learning the part all members 
the class. The work the teacher 
plan the method, approve the pupil 
leaders, give aid and information 
opportune times, and keep his control 
unperceived but effective. This control will 
obviate the danger unrestricted pupil 
activity where few aggressive 
quacious individuals all the work 
the recitation, and the other students re- 
main passively the background. The 
teacher will avoid the extreme attitude 
certain protagonists socialized recita- 
tion who feel that the discussion should 
take its own way without “teach- 
domination and control.” Such pro- 
cedure not socialized and not 
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recitation. 

The teacher religion may fail see 
certain possible advantages modified 
socialized recitation: develops virtues 
which make for character growth and for 
living together; teaches respect for 
authority and for the views others; 
implies unselfish co-operation work- 
ing out lesson fraternal charity and 
democratic and Christian living. 

Its main features effect results which 
the teacher desirous achieving: cour- 
tesy, self-reliance, leadership, mutual co- 
operation, and ability carry through 
teacher-supervised and pupil-centered ac- 
tivity. Socialized recitation also highly 
suitable for reviews. 

This teaching technique requires cer- 
tain framework class organization that 
must set the teacher. The pupils 
are seated informal groups. They are 
not required stand when asking 
answering questions. They are given plan 
the subject the recitation. 

The Lecture Method consists the 
teacher’s presenting the doctrine the 
pupils, who turn take notes and ask 
questions. This method for high school 
students has many things condemn it. 
too one sided, since the student par- 
ticipation consists mainly taking notes. 
Moreover, experience has shown that boys 
and girls high school age want 
get away from the idea formal instruc- 
tion religion. Since many them have 
only the vaguest ideas the funda- 
mental truths their religion, 
advisable ensure their attendance 
keeping the instruction period informal 
and challenging. 
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USE VISUAL AND 
AUDIO-VISUAL AIDS 

Periodically advantageous show 
films dealing with current social, moral, 
political problems. film slides will 
serve the basis discussion and will 
help maintain steady attendance. The 
“aids” (slides, films, etc.) should not 
utilize more than thirty minutes the 
hour and should first viewed ail 
adult leaders that the priest may bring 
out the important doctrinal points 
and clear any questions that may 
arise the minds the group leaders. 

class period occasional variation the 
adopted weekly class technique recom- 
mended sustain interest. This may 
radio television panel, quiz 
spelldown contest, etc., competition with 
CCD students from nearby parish. 


CONCLUSION 

The teacher must remember that 
dealing with adolescent who may come 
from weak religious home environment and 
from school environment less rigid than 
that Catholic school. The watchword 
must be, “Capture and sustain his inter- 
est!” this group particularly there 
fertile field for guidance. Teen agers 
have problems about sex and company 
keeping that may not have been solved 
home. They also have problems about 
their future vocations. Many times one 
can discover religious vocations the 
public high school. Never forget: You 
Cannot Help Them Unless You Get Them; 
You Will Not Keep Them Unless You 
Make Interesting!

One the greatest opportunities 
serve all educators, public and private, 
set standards for the professional 
personnel who are furnish the educa- 
tional leadership within the school and 
within the community. begin today 
series editorials formulating least 
tentatively, the requirements desirable 
qualities diocesan superintendent 
schools, the representative the bishop 
education. These are tests not only for 
appointment but for continuance the 
job. 

The qualifications for the diocesan super- 
intendent schools, person, ad- 
ministrator, supervisor, and educational 
leader, may tentatively formulated 
given below. 

For the present least, the diocesan 
superintendent schools will priest, 
though there intrinsic reason why 
should not layman, there have 
been lay supervisors Catholic schools. 
Because this fact not state 
emphasize the specific religious qualifica- 
tions based the Encyclical the Chris- 
tion Education Youth, which require 
sanctity, insight, and deep spiritual un- 
derstanding our religion the religious 
educator, and the other positions 
discussed later. The following, then, should 
the additional qualifications the 
clerical diocesan superintendent schools: 

with broadly based liberal education, 
represented ordinarily college degree 
the liberal arts. 

should have professional training 
the field education, represented 
least master’s degree. 

The special knowledge education 
should include methods 
curriculum, processes selecting text- 
books, grading, and promotion, and con- 
structive supervision. 

should -have experience (five 
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years) pastor charge parochial 
school and/or teacher and principal 
high school. 

should have kept abreast the 
advances the field educational psy- 
chology both fields child student 
psychology and the psychology teaching, 
especially psychology adolescence, men- 
tal hygiene the educational process, emo- 
tional stability, education the will, 
well intellectual education. 

must have appreciation the 
sociology education and, more particu- 
larly, the communities which the 
schools are located, their social structure, 
social forces, customs, and traditions. 

must have wholesome personal- 
ity, sense fairness, capacity enlist 
co-operation within the school system it- 
self, and with the individuals and agencies 
the larger community. 

must understand the place 
public schools American life, their his- 
tory and their services, and assist them 
achieving their great individual and social 
service for all the people. 

must keep mind the functions 
his office, help promote its purpose 
without dissipating his time and energy 
fruitless community activities, being 
merely good fellow.” 

10. reports, research, and supervi- 
sion, must grow his job, making 
progressively achieve its purposes, and 
build his clientele and the community 
understanding what the schools are 
trying do, and honest knowledge 
the extent their accomplishments. 

11. should have the necessary ad- 
ministrative skill manage office, un- 
derstand the principles line and staff, 
authority and responsibility, and the wis- 
dom use special abilities which him- 
self may not have for the educational 
purpose. 

12. should have firm adherence 
certain ethical and professional practices 
the profession, for example: 

Promotion lay participation 
education which will least in- 
telligent appreciation the work and 
needs the schools. 

Wide sharing with teachers and 
others the co-operative formulation 
educational policies and 

The selection the best textbooks 
for the use the pupils without favoritism 
publishers, attempting distribute 
ness among publishers re-

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the school system the royalties

There is, ordinarily, too much faith 
Catholic educational circles the magic 
degrees.

These practices which have become 
part Catholic elementary and secondary 
schools are best studied their origin and 
development public education. There 
can secure fuller understanding 
the social reasons for the newer studies, 
methods, devices, the efforts 
certain cities superintendents get 
keep place the sun” the leadership 
certain professors education teacher 
training institutions. must recalled 
that until recently great number the 
Sisters teaching Catholic schools were 
trained the state normal schools, they 
were then called, universities.

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Reading Techniques for Teachers 
Content Subjects 


EADING growing, expanding, 
and continuous activity leads into 
and associated with almost all phases 
the school’s activity. Hence the improve- 
ment reading ability not the job 
one teacher one department, but 
teacher every classroom. 


Problems Face All Teachers 
-To effective the drill that one 
few teachers may give group 
remedial reading must carry over other 
classes. poor reader with the teacher 
reading literature but one period 
day; the other four five are spent with 
you the history class, mathematics class, 
science class, where the pupil needs 
English class. The weaknesses dis- 
plays reading will displayed other 
classes. will just slow your 
pronounce many words for you 
does for the science teacher; will not 
know the meaning any more words 
the algebra textbook than will social 
studies; will have much difficulty 
finding answer your questions 
will for literature; and will just 
helpless get the thought your 
assignment will for any definite 
reading course. And because this true, 
becomes evident that you, the history 
teacher, the mathematics teacher, the 
science teacher, and even the music teacher 
(for the pupil must learn read notes) 
must all become reading teachers. 
Satisfactory reading dependent upon 
the proper functioning diverse skills 
and habits. Many individuals are 
capped failure develop one more 
essential skills. With many pupils 
possible discover these difficulties and 
center attention upon the correction 
bad practices and the development de- 
sirable reading habits. Techniques have 
been developed which will enable the 
teacher correct these weaknesses. 


Create Proper Attitude 
One the first factors essential for 
good reading proper attitude. Once the

proper attitude secured, progress al- 
most certain, provided appropriate ma- 
terials and desirable methods are employed. 
One need not told that undesirable 
attitude self-evident. Yet 
there are some particular traits which you 
can develop order help the teacher 
attain better rapport with the remedial 
student. Often such dislike for reading 
has been built that the pupil practi- 
cally helpless cope with the situation. 

create the proper attitude toward 
reading, the following concepts can 
used: 

Relieve the pupil all pressure 
read. 

Arouse interest through storytelling 
frequent references stories books. 

Have classroom library containing 
books that are interesting and varying 
degrees difficulty. 

Have free reading period occasion- 
ally. Check the reading this period 
many only want look pictures. Look- 
ing pictures and advertisements may 
valuable the teacher suggests that pupils 
find such pictures related unit work. 
This helps develop judgment select- 
ing material. However, not spoil this 
free reading period making too much 
hardship. 

Emphasize the necessity being well 
read order take acceptable place 
avoided. 

Have attractive looking books and 
magazines available. 


Training for Comprehension 
The second factor re- 
medial reading that 
The ability comprehend fully the mean- 
ing all reading material the ultimate 
objective all instruction reading. 
Where understanding easy and rapid 
evident that good reading habits and 
skills have been developed. the other 
hand, poor comprehension generally the 
result undesirable attitudes, physical 
handicaps, mental inability, and the lack 
good reading skills. The inability 
pupil discuss what has been read, cer- 
tainly shows that something must done 

for this condition. What can done? 
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Correct faulty habits and outstanding 
weaknesses the mechanics reading 
such word recognition, phrasing, rate, 
lip movement, etc. 

Use variety material empha- 
size the different procedures required 
reading for different purposes. Some ma- 
terial lends itself admirably summariz- 
ing, listing details, finding definite 
answers questions, outlining. Thought 
should given fit the assignment 
the type material the textbook. 
These assignments should definitely help: 

find the central thought the 
paragraph selection. 

predict the outcome given 
events the light past experiences. 
history class could led recognize the 
similarity events today the events 
the past and venture the outcome. 

give practice following direc- 
tion. Drill and drill has proved the abso- 
lute need more drill. Much the 
difficulty preparing lesson due 
the failure know what done. 
Assignments should clear and definite. 

improve the ability note de- 
tails. Outlining and asking questions re- 
quiring definite answers help acquire 
this skill. 

steps process occurrence, or, 

Instruct pupil how use his book 
the table contents and indexes, etc. 
Definite assignments and drill find 
story given topic, locate informa- 
tion, chapters, etc. 

Center attention upon comprehension 
discussion, summarizing, written 
composition. (Write good composition 
article following the rules the English 
class, drawings, cartoons, tests, etc.) 

Encourage pupil read extensively. 
extensive reading program accomplishes 
great deal more than intensive read- 
ing program. Suggest pupils that they 
read least one newspaper article orally 


home every day. This helps over- 


come such defects repetition, insertion, 
substitution, and improper phrasing. 
Master the thought one sentence. 
Call attention the marks punctu- 
ation and the part they play obtaining 
thought. 
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Give word praise for commend- 
able work. 


The Rate Reading 

Let consider now the factor rate 
and its relation reading. Slow readers 
are generally poor readers. Pupils who 
read more rapidly because they 
have few reading disabilities hold 
them back. the other hand, when too 
much emphasis placed rapid rate 
reading, comprehension often reduced. 
When this happens becomes necessary 
pay attention thought getting. Drill 
improve the ability understand the 
material without lessening the rate should 
include such exercises reading sentence 
rapidly once and then giving the thought, 
reading the sentence select the details, 
and reading for specific information. Em- 
phasis should placed thought getting 
rather than words phrases. 


Limited Vocabulary 

Probably the greatest difficulty under- 
standing what read due limited 
vocabulary. Unfamiliar words interfere 
with the train thought that the rate 
reduced and comprehension prevented. 
New words should introduced slowly, 
but efficiently. Every child should re- 
quired master number either small 
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pupil must able pronounce, spell, 
define, and use it. Pupils limited vocabu- 
lary cannot express ideas clearly, cannot 
comprehend the meaning directions; 
they receive confusion thought from 
the printed page from any discussion 
conversation. Such pupils are sadly need 
help. 


Improve Word Understanding 

What can done improve word 
understanding? The teacher should try 
develop independence pronouncing 
and determining the meaning words. 
general, word-analysis activities are used 
establish independent habits quick and 
accurate recognition. Among the specific 
values indicated reading specialists, the 
following may mentioned:

‘one teacher says, “our pupils can 
define Catholic Action.” However, one 
comes around seeing the actual practice 
this project, wonder the definition 
sufficient. Time and time again when have 
come question 151 the Baltimore Cat- 
echism, have asked sixth and seventh 
graders for practical illustrations this point, 
and have met little concept their 
part its obligations. that our schools 
are fault not having introduced this 
phrase from the earliest grades? Are our 
pupils fully participating the grand move- 
ment Catholic Action? Even more than 
some adults, youngsters can much 
this sphere. few suggestions are offered for 
teaching teen agers carry their religion into 
everyday living. 

the child has begun, least 
his own eyes, seek his place the adult 
world. The toys and games his childhood 
normal youngster, want part the 
group “gang.” The standards his com- 
rades are his. The clothes wears, his 
amusements, his sports all appear follow 
similar pattern with that the “gang.” 
possible most cases this stage de- 
velopment that the teen ager will make efforts 
assert himself, and least assume 
important part his surroundings. Parental 
restrictions that have always been accepted, 
now grow unbearable. Authority questioned 
every provocation.

Editor’s Note: Sister Agneta suggests 
some practical ways and means teach- 
ing responsibility teen agers teach- 
ing them Jive their religion. have 
chosen the title “Catholic Living 
Home and School,” although the author 
often calls “Catholic Action.” The 
latter term, used this article, 
understood loose, nontechnical 
sense the word. 


Have her pupils had the chance acquire 
sense responsibility? 

Responsibility has been one the first 
things that have striven foster. Since 
ideas along this line could easily portrayed 
amateur artists, the first day the 
school year plans were made include art 
project which would depict Christian citizen- 
ship carried with due responsibility all 
society. With white newsprint paper 
and colored chalk the children created large 
wall mural. Their own part Catholic living 
was presented boy and girl student. 
One child was living his state life 
student studying. The other was engaged 
act kindness toward neighbor. The 
physician was represented leaving his home 
while lawyer defended innocent victim 
law court. regard labor, factory 
worker was seen caring for the tools 
loaned him his factory. Farmers, house- 
wives, nurses, teachers, secretaries, and the 
like, were shown their various duties. Each 
them his own way had the opportunity 
practicing Catholic citizenship. Several 
small pictures from the lives the saints were 
pasted around the mural show that Catholic 
Action had always been vital part the 
Christian way life. St. Bernard prays for 
the life the Church his monastery. Rose 
Lima moves among the poor and lowly 
her city, bringing peace and joy with her 
she aids the victims disease and poverty. 
St. Vincent Paul protects the orphan. Joan 
Arc leads her country victory. These 
and other saints all lend inspiration the 
project. Further information about the lives 
the saints was desired and the request filled 
introducing the youngsters Catholic 
literature their own level. The various pic- 
tures the different states life set many 
the children thinking their own future 
something not too remotely removed. 
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feel that plans for the future are now being 
made with view pleasing God, whether 
worldly career. The wall mural was but the 
first step presenting practical application 
Catholic living school, and served merely 
introduction and reminder for the group. 


Student Council 

sense responsibility among our seventh 
graders, regard their own education and 
conduct. After several lessons and dissertations 
the need for scholastic improvement and 
the value manners, all which failed 
make impression, the thought came 
forming student council within the class- 
room. this way the class would make its 
own rules and regulations, and see that 
they were carried out. closely supervised 
the teacher, may the solution our 
problem. Some our colleagues nearby 
public school had attempted similar plan 
action, but had had little success thus far. 
Knowing their results, seemed best 
base our council much more spiritual 
foundation, that Catholic Action.

Self-Government 


active work our club, one the 
pupils suggested that every member the 
class especially careful about dropping 
papers, candy wrappers, erasers, and the like, 
the floors classroom and corridors. The 
disorder the class general had been 
source great trial me. Ranting and raging 
and even nightly sessions after school had 
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failed accomplish the desired results. How- 
ever, the Catholic Action club did the trick. 
Before dismissal the president was appointed 
make daily inspection each child’s desk 
and vicinity. Almost immediately began 
see improvement. Rarely does one en- 
counter untidy desk littered floor. 
new sense pride the appearance their 
classroom has taken possession this par- 
ticular group. 

Another problem which confronts the aver- 
age teacher the grades, the tendency 
pupils talk and whisper coming and from 
classes and between periods. Very often when 
the principal, buzz that may develop into 
roar will drown out her conversation. Sev- 
eral teachers our particular school had com- 
plained this habit. Being annoyed and 
irritated such untrustworthiness 
class, once started campaign dis- 
courage it. every step failure seemed 
loom. What the source the trouble was 
could not discover. Extra homework, threats, 
lectures, and various other methods proved 
futile. Since own ingenuity was hopeless, 
turned Catholic Action. Had really made 
this class God conscious might have? 
Was not that was trying have them 
please me, rather than act for the supernatural 
purpose pleasing Him? The class conduct 
just had improve schoolwork would 
suffer. Again called meeting the club 
and formed honor society. The president 
during the daily roll call would question every 
member his conduct the day. Only 
brief reply was necessary and those who could 
answer favorably would receive merit. Those 
who received demerits would then have 
forfeit some activity extra work. This 
system seemed meet with favorable ap- 
proval and, most cases, the individual pupils 
seemed profit from it. The atmosphere 
the class became more orderly and peaceful 
than ever before. Those who might ordinarily 
cause trouble feared the “righteous wrath” 
their more honorable brethren. The majority 
youngsters after making their own rules 
conduct were willing stick them. 
Strangely enough, though they not realize 
it, their rules are about the same any 
teacher would make, and some instances 
they are even stricter themselves than the 
instructor would be. Because they are their 
own, they have greater effect the teen 
ager, and are certainly the first step learn- 
ing self-control. 


Teachers Are Models 
Again and again must stress the aims 
Catholic Action the lives our pupils. 
times must look within ourselves see 
we, religious teachers, are doing our part 
foster it. The youngsters still hold the 
Sister Brother model. What does 
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unjust, prejudiced, thoughtless religious 
the ideals youth? really neces- 
sary constantly complaining reprov- 
ing? Could not bestow little praise for 
hard work, though not perfect work? 
Our children come from surroundings 
which are often unfavorable and discouraging. 
How much bit warm commendation 
friendly interest will cheer the heart one 
Christ’s little ones! Perhaps ours the 
only encouragement that some our pupils 
ever receive. Why not bring into their dull and 


loveless lives little pleasure. slight 


our part more than mere duty re- 
quires, will well rewarded. not 
imitate the Master, cannot win the hearts 
the young for Him. 


Catholic Living the Home 

one its aims the class club had the 
promotion peace and happiness their own 
homes. One way doing this the children dis- 
covered was aim first personal perfection, 
through frequent reception the sacraments. 
Attendance daily Mass for many was 
hardship, yet despite adverse conditions the 
majority certain times during the school 
year made efforts assist the Holy Sac- 
rifice. one particular group where the 
parents were not attending Mass, the young- 
sters took upon themselves start 
Crusade prayer get their parents prac- 
tice their faith. For nine days the children 
assisted Mass and received Holy Com- 
munion for their parents. Needless say the 
parents were not aware the reason for their 
offsprings’ sudden attention the Mass, but 
most them were greatly edified. Good re- 
sults were startling. The Saviour certainly an- 
swered the prayers these little ones. One 
couple who had several children our school, 
after the Crusade, had their marriage blessed 
and started Mass. Another woman 
had not approached the sacraments ten 
years. Her little girl’s prayers brought her 
back the fold. third person had not been 
Mass twenty years, and present 
weekly communicant. Reports countless 
others suddenly resuming their old duties 
the faith have come us. Although all fallen 
away Catholics did not amend their lives, 
gratifying. 

Where pupil had non-Catholic parent, 
one boy suggested that might leave re- 
ligious books and magazines around. child 
who was the Jewish race, though baptized 
Catholic, informed that was having 
his father hear his catechism each night with 
the hope that might become interested 
the true Church. Several were earnestly pray- 
ing for the conversion Protestant parents. 
doubt their prayers, plus Catholic Action 
home will prepare the way for many more 
souls follow the footsteps Christ. The 
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example the child practicing his faith 
more powerful than most realize. Make 
him aware this and his very love for Christ 
will work wonders. 


Parents Are Pleased 

Our children, their own accord, have 
taken upon themselves duties which will make 
their mothers’ work lighter. Each week re- 
port was made the class which the 
various ways showing Catholic Action was 
expressed. Baby sitting afternoons seems 
lead both the boy and girl lists. Most the 
children have assumed charge their own 
rooms. Washing dishes, preparing meals, and 
running errands were also popular.

The 
letters thanks which were sent our class 
made our own children aware the happiness 
they could give others with but little 
effort their part.

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Stained Glass Windows 


Geometric Design 
Sister Ita, 


The first step making stained glass win- 
dows geometric design have hand 
the necessary tools and equipment. Each stu- 
dent should provided with silver foil paper, 
ruler, compasses, penholder, fine pen points, 
camel’s hair paint brushes (assorted for 
water color painting), bottle India ink, 
frame with glass fit and allowing for 
suitable margin, small roll Scotch tape, 
and box transparent Oriental lacquer. 

Some students prefer original designs while 
others take their patterns from their parish 
church windows. When the design has been 
drawn accurately paper properly cen- 
tered under the glass and copied onto the glass 
with India ink. The procedure transferring 
the design from the paper onto the glass 
not merely matter tracing. pair 
compasses and ruler are used the 
original drawing. The compass fitted with 
fine pen point. small piece Scotch tape 
stuck the glass centers circles will 
keep the compass from slipping. Patience and 
perseverance recommended for the be- 
ginner may have wash off his at- 
tempts and start over many times before 
succeeds. But practice makes perfect. When 
the design has been drawn satisfactorily 
the glass short time allowed for the ink 
dry. 

The procedure from here much more 
simple and more gratifying. Before applying 
the lacquer, tentative color scheme worked

out for the whole design. The lacquer ap- 
plied any liquid paint. Care must taken, 


however, avoid too much pressure the 


brush against the ink outline. The outline 
must preserved, since serves keep the 
lacquer bounds and bring out the design. 
Time should allowed for each color dry 
before applying different color next 
unless blend colors desired. When the 
design has been completed the margin the 
glass painted with black with white 
opaque paint. From here the directions 
are the same for glorified glass painting. 

The crushed silver foil paper which gives 
luster and sparkle the design arranged 
for the foundation the background. The 
foil should larger than the glass allow 
fullness for the “crush” effect. The hands are 
used crush the foil into ball. The ball 
then opened and the foil pulled out 
size slightly larger than the glass. Care 
must taken opening the ball and pulling 
the foil the desired size the foil tears 
easily. Any holes the foil show the 
design. The crushed foil then placed 
flat surface upon cardboard back and the glass 
placed Painted Side Down the foil. They 
are pressed together desired even the 
crinkles. The surplus foil around the edges 
the glass torn cut off. The design now 
ready framed.

The study vocabulary the second fac- 
tor English composition. The first and basic 
the acquisition ideas, the 
operation and correlation the five senses 
upon the phenomena human activity.

The study vocabulary, 
therefore, concerns itself with words, with 
generic and specific words, with shades 
meaning, and general with communication 
means the spoken and written word. 

Word study formal and significant basis 
should begin the fourth grade. Boys and 
girls, during the primary years have acquired 
the first tools learning reading, writing, 
and arithmetic. Now the elementary years 
they are ready use them. For the first time, 
they meet geography, history, science, and the 
like; and home and abroad they experience 
extension freedom various activities. 
Hence, rapidly expanding world they are 
ready for rapidly expanding vocabulary. 
this problem, then, that the study 
vocabulary now directed. 

Words and the study words are course 
nothing new pupils. Since their earliest 
years, well during the primary grades, 
boys and girls have been amassing vocabu- 
lary wider perhaps than generally suspected. 
Now however they are ready with all the

Two Vocabularies 

The study vocabulary suggests double 
approach: informal emphasis upon good 
language habits; and long series definite, 
practical lessons the acquisition and use 
words.

The vocabulary any person falls into two 
—the words which individual able 
use. Both categories are intimately related, 
and the one aids the other. The passive, 
the word denotes, suggests receptive condi- 
tion mind; while the active, vigorous 
its demands, implies particular and personal 
co-operation, whether intentional involun- 
tary. The study vocabulary concerned 
with the latter category, engaging the pupils 
acquiring innumerable words for actual use. 
The study ideas (under familiar situations) 
-stores the mind with impressions; the study 
words stores with expressions. And 
this now turn. 


Kinds Words 
Words, broad sense, may designated 


” 


“generic” Generic words are 
those classifications suggesting wide meaning, 
as “go,” “say,” “see,” “happy,” “bad” etc. 
Specific words, the other hand, are those 
particular and narrow words, falling under 
given generic words, as, “loiter,” “peer,” 
“selfish,” “disagreeable,” and the like. Generic 
words are, the average vocabulary, severely 
overworked; while specific words are too often 
limited repetition and the cliché. 


Study Words 
Let turn practical way introduce 
the formal study words pupils 
average fourth grade class. After considerable 
experiment with pupils, the following generic 
words were found suffice for the work 
entire school year: 


good beautiful 
see bad ugly 

say injure person 
happy help 

sad make think 


Fifteen number, the words are neither 
definitive nor exhaustive, and should modi- 
fied fit particular conditions. Since school 
year has roughly about thirty weeks ad- 
vance work, each generic word may there- 
fore occupy about two weeks, whatever 
total time the study vocabulary allowed 
claim. 

The generic word “say,” for example, 
studied first. Incidentally, “generic” and 
should become familiar terms 
boys and girls, thus establishing definite 
nomenclature for the discussion words 
not the least benefit which the abolition 
such vague expressions fourth-grade,” 
picture word,” long word,” grown- 
word,” etc. 


Specific Words 

For the initial step the lesson, the 
teacher writes the word “say” the black- 
board. She discusses its meaning and invites 
the pupils contribute specific words that 
tell “how” person speaks. the usual 
questioning, teacher easily can extract from 
average fourth grade class, list spe- 
cific words, like this:

some such way, then, the study 
vocabulary may very profitably under- 
taken the elementary years, beginning 
the fourth grade and continuing through five 
and six. Experience suggests the use about 
the same list generic words: being the 
ones most commonly needed for applied com- 
position and the repetition the fifth and 
sixth grade enabling pupils produce longer 
lists virtue greater intellectual maturity. 


Exact Meaning 
few cautions are indicated. Spelling will 
prove most troublesome; hence, the emphasis 
the fourth grade should upon oral work, 
with more written work being used the 
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year advances. Again, the discrimination be- 
tween various specific words not easy. How- 
ever, real attempt should made 
teach exact meanings; for even fourth-grade 
pupils can understand the difference mean- 
ing between “murmur” and “mumble,” 
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“shriek” and “holler.” Finally, teachers should 
remember that the study vocabulary 
one factor the study composition, 
words, phrases, sentences, and paragraphs 
these are all inter-connected 
together.

Substantial Construction 

The masonry walls are finished outside 
red brick and wood trim with over- 
hanging roof. Steel wooden joists are 
used according the load they carry and 
the length span. The building faces east 
with frontage 320 feet. 20-year 
bonded pitch and gravel roof laid 
inch rigid insulation. 

Classrooms are finished plaster with 
wooden trim and acoustical ceiling. The 
classroom ceilings are lower the inside 
walls than the window walls facilitate 
diffusion light. The windows are clear 
glass reaching the ceiling.
